'An unknown man somewhere between 
thirty and forty, years ' of age, Friday 
morning a half mile south of Wadawortb, 
hurled hi in self in front of the 8:30 o'clock 
train and wag ground to pieces. 

There was no doubt but that the un- 
known was determined to take bis .own 
life, but for what reason Is not known. 
The fact Unit bo stnyed in the vicinity of 
the station all the morning and that be 
wnB ordered away because bis actions'were 
some what queer, would seem to aubstnn- 
tiato the suicide theory. 

The deceased arrived in Wndiiworth 
Friday morning nnd was a perfect stranger 
to overy one in the village. Ho was -first 
P0<m Friday morning about eight o'clock 
and prcsiited in remaining on the tracks 
Thinking that he might be slightly' de- 
mented or that he might be trying to take 
bis own life, ho was ordered from the 
tracks by ono of the rail road company's 
officials. He complied and was last seen 
walking south on the rail road track. 
.The engineer of the Irain that stops nt 
8:80 o'clock reported shortly afterward 
that he hart struck and .killed a man half 
n mile south of the village. He dec lured 
that the man hnd thrown himself in front 
of the train when it was impossible for it 
to be brought to a stop. 

The man when recovered was b.ully 
mangled. His head was crushed and bin 
legB and arms were broken.. 

Tlio remains were taken to Waukegan and 
a coroner's inquest was held, the verdict 
being "occidental death white walking on 
the right of way of the Chicago Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railroad. - - 

While there was nothing nbout the body 
to Identify it and there is no way of know- 
ing who the iiiilii wi'.fl, there is reason to 
believe that he was a. Waukegau man, or 
at least that he had been there for some 
time. lh? was wearing a cheap pair of can- 
vns gloves that bore the trademark of the 
Model clothing store of Wuukesan, and it 
is.possible that he may have friends, in 
that city- ", " 

,He appears U> be about five feel nine 
inches tall, is clean shaven mid baa course 
brown bair slightly curly. He was dress- 
ed like a working man rather than an or- 
dinary tramp. 

His clothing consisted of a coarse ker- 
sey coat, heavy pair of Hue overalls a 
heavy blue shut a heavy pair of shoes and 
n slouch hat. He wore a white liandker- 
chief about his neck and his underwear 
was cotton fleeced. 

The remains will be kept at the under- 
tukidg rooma for some time pending 
identification. 

Later— The remains of the unfortunate

pott twenty-five years was not recognized 
until his late employer, Ed. "Clark of Gur- 
riee identified the body, through the dis- 
covery of -a. pocket knife which Broisen 
carried and which Chirk declared be could 
Identify. among a thousand. ., t . 

The fact that the body had laid uoiden" 
tilled for so long although he was killed 
not. far from his brother's bouse makes the 
whole affair a most unusual one. 

Tho facts in the case further show that 
the man killed at Wadsworth did not com- 
mit suicide aa was reported at the inquest 
but wusin fact nnother man entirely than 
tho one who was Been hanging around the 
-depot at Wad worth, He had spent tho 
night at hii brother John's and .Friday, 
morning started for the Wadsworth de- 
pot to catch a train for Qurnee. He walked 
from his brother's houso up tbo track and 
was itruck at 8:20 and it is therefore ap- 
parent that ho was not the man seen at 
tbo depot, who Boems ttfbuve disappeared, 
hence the confusion.

BEING SEINED 

FOR CARP 



si 



Under the supervision of Ben Stilling of 
Pistakee Bay, work will commence next 
Friday at Pistakee Bay and Pistakee Lake, 
seining- the carp from the two bodies of 
water. This is the second year lhat' this 
has been done and it is claimed that there 
has. been much better fishing at the two 
lakes. this summer than there has been for 
a number of years. Three big scows are 
put into service. They are pulled through 
the water by motor boats and between" them 
are held aeins. At frequent intervals these 
nets are pulled up, tba carp sorted from 
the other fish and carried in the scows to a 
big pen, fenced off in one corner of tbo 
buy. State game officials superintend tbo 
sorting to BOO that no game Bah are 
taken from the lakei. It is estimated that 
at leaBt 25,000 pounds of carp will bo 
en ugb tin. this manner, After the seining 
is finished the fish are shipped to Chicago, 
where they are sold. Exterminating the 
carp from the lako.' regions has been de- 
clared an impossibility, but \i is believed 
that constant seining will do inuoh to thin 
out the fish. .■ . " •'./ '

At a meeting of the village board held 
on Saturday evening of Inst week, tlie sub- 
ject of the building of a Btand pipe was 
under discussion, and final arrangements 
for the erection of the same were made, 

Some time ago it was decided that 
Antioch was to have water work** and the 
trustees of the village at once began to 
consider where the stand pipe should be 
erected. Various pluces were considered 
and their choice finally fell upon the lot 
just back of the, Simons. house on Orchard 
street, which they purchased of Mrs, Mary 
Williams for the amount of $300. 

Their next step was to determine bow 
the system of water works could be in- 
stalled with tho least expense to the vil- 
lage and at the same time be of substantial 
build aud give entire satisfaction-. . 

At tho meeting of the board Saturday 
evening tho motion was made seconded 
nnd carried to let the c&ntraet for the 
erection of the stand pipe to Mr, George 
C- Morgan of Chicago. 

Mr, Morgan was here one day Inst week 
and showed plans and specifications which 
the trustees deemed most satisfactory. 

According to the terms of the contract 
the stand pipe is to be between 100 and 
110 feet high with n brick elevation of 
00 feet, the remainder being of steel, the. 
foundation is to be five feet deep and of 
stone, 

The contract calls lor power house, gas- 
oline engine and tower complete, and tho 
necessary connections inudo with the pipe 
already in the street for the sum of $7103. 

The board still has the right to purchase 
by contract any or a|l of thB necessary, 
material, if by so doing they can lessen 
the cost, and we understand that by, the 
judicious purchasing of brick and stone 
the trustees have already saved SI 50 which 
will be deducted from the above men- 
tioned cost. 

Antioch has long been in need of water 
works both as a fire . protection and as a 
convenience and luxury in the homes and 
the citizens of the town highly commend 
the action of the board, aud their efforts 
to improve the town. 

The work of erecting tho tower will be 
commenced as soon as the material can be 
placed on the ground and will be rushed 
to the finish. ' 

Although it is only calculated to uso the 
water, as a~ protection against fire, at the 
present time, it. is the intention of the 
board to extend the mnina aud pipe the 
water throughout the village as soon us 
the village Knances v ,wil| permit. ' -

In a healthy Individ-, 
nal, the trannformntlon of the Btarch' 
lute a form or sugar Is computed and 
then tho food absorbed by tho blood.

HIGH STANDARD IS ATTAINED 



Governor Dcnwn Largely Itcuponiib 
, ble for tlin Findings of the Com. 
<w mission, Having Rnt with It 
GtL During Hearings. 



Springfield, Oct 1fi.— A notable rrtb 
ate wan paid the Illinois rallroud nnrt 
wnrclnJiiBo co mm las Ion when tho mil* 
rondo of tlilq stnto Accepted the 
freight mto reduction, of 1000 with, 
out any of tlio legal complications 
'■which havo accompanied the attempta 
nt rate reductions by tlio railroad com- 
missions of other BtnteB. 

Under tho ndmlnlBtrntlon of Gov- 
ernor Peneen tho UltnolH communion 
hns renched a standard that has at- 
trncted attention throughout tlio 
United States. \V. H. Hoys, of Streat- 
or, ono of tlio lending Attorneys of 
northern Illinois nnd formerly nsnlHt- 
nnt nttornoy general, Is clinlrman of 
tho commission. Associated with blm 
nre II. A. Eckhnrt, of Chicago, nnd 
.Tames A, Willougbhy, of Belleville, 
both recognized ns men of exceptions! 
ability. 

Commencing In March, 1002, nnd 
continuing until lWKi, thla bonrd made 
nn exhaustive Investigation Into the 
rates of freight charged In thin Btnte, 
and by order of tho commission ef* 
feeUvo .Inn. 1, 1000. reduced the rates 
on classes Noa. 1 to 6 Incluslvo (or 
merchandise classes) by 20 per cent, 
nnd by onler of tho eommlBBlon of 
dnte .Inly i, lOOC reduced tho rates 
on classes to 10 Inclusive (or car- 
load clnsaes nnd commodities) on a 
graded sculo of from to Ifi per cent 

Governor Denecn snt with the com- 
mission during tho Inter bearings In 
this ease, nnd wns largely respanst- 
blc for Its findings. The special re- 
port to the governor In tills matter 
wns published separately hud mnde a 
volume of 102 pages, j , 

Other Change* Requested. 
On July 1, 1000, under tho .orders 
mentioned, the commlsstnn Issued its 
revised schedules of reason nble maxi- 
mum rates, and Blnee that time has 
Issued five supplements, making 
changes deemed ad visa id o after In- 
vestigation. The ever-changing con- 
ditions of commerce require freemen t 
changes In classification, and there 
are.no.w pending. n_Iarge num ber oi 



requests for changes odd nlao classi- 
fication or new nrtlclea, which will 
noceasllnfo the Innuc of another sup- 
plement, or a new edition of the 
classified lion within a very short lime. 
This nlao cutnlla public hcnrlnga, nt 
which nil Interested may bo represent- 
ed, to ennblo tho commission to deter- 
rolno tlw rensomiblenesB of the 
chnngcR ashed for. 

On account of tile large increase of 
ml {en go of both stentn nnd intcrurbnn 
electric rnllrondB a Inrge number of 
crossing petitions have been filed with 
the commission. From unolllclnl in- 
formation It became apparent that un- 
der the statute ft Inrgo number of 
grade erOBsInga woro being inatnlled 
by agreement The commission, being 
Impressed with the fact that a grado 
crbsalng Is nt nil times dangerous',- roc- 
om mended that tho statute be chnnged 
so that hereafter no grade crossing 
should ho made except by declHlnu 
of the com mission. This recommenda- 
tion' was Incorporated Into the law nt 
the Inst session of the legislature. 

That tlio total expense of the sep- 
aration of grades should not be as- 
sessed ngaltiHt tlio road seeking to 
cross, they under the statute being 
entitled to .a crossing, and the sep- 
aration of grmio bclnt; a dint I net ad- 
vantage to tho older rond In relieving 
them of the clement of dnnger, the 
commission was of the opinion that 
tho Rcnlor company should participate 
In tho expense. Accordingly, the 
commission mnilc such a recommenda- 
tion to the lust sesHlon of the legis- 
lature. Thlfl recommendation nlao was 
adopted nnd mnde n part of the stat- 
ute, 

Use Interlocking Devices. 

In the ense of grade crossings Hie 
com m las Ion linn inn Is ted upon their 
protection by Interlocking devices. In 
the curlier reports of this commissi on 
no mentlnn Is found of Interlocking 
devices, but at the present time 311 
croaaliiRS In this state ore_ protected 
In this manner, 

Wltldn the Inst. few years the farm, 
era of tills and n number of other 
states have decided that by forming 
corporations for the handling of their 
own grain they could save themselves 
the middlemen's commission, and mar- 
ket their product to much better nd- 
vantage. For this purpose farmers* 
elevator companion were formed, which 
proceeded to build elevators at stations 
along the railroads of the state. 

This nrouned the antagonism of the 
elevator men nil ofrer the shite, mul a 
determined effort wns made to lcccp 
the farmers from getting connection 
In the distribution of ears by the rnll- 
wltb the rnllroiuln for their elevator, 
and In the distribution of enrs by the 
rnllroad companies. A number of such 
eaBca wore brought before the com- 
mission to compel connections and to 
cense discrimination against the farm- 
ers In car distribution, notably the 
cases at Mason City, Shirley, Bolivia, 
nnd other places. In every instance 
brought before the commission It suc- 



ceeded In getting (rack vonnectlon end 
In relieving the' enr nidation, 

Establish Uniform Inspection. * 

Ono of tho Important measures 
brought about by the comrnlaslon on 
recommendation of the chief grain in- 
spector at Chicago, wns the amend* 
merit to tho warehouse act, bo that all 
elevators of cIubb A should hereafter 
secure n license from the railroad and 
warehouse commission Instead of as 
formerly from tlio circuit court, nnd 
nlBO Hint nil inspection departments 
in the state should be under the Juris- 
diction of ono chief Inspector. 

This will bring the warehouses and 
tho grain Inspection department of tlio 
wholo Btnte under the Immedlnlo «u- 
pcrvlftton of tho commission and tend 
to bring about n more uniform system 
In the ndmlnlntrntlou of this depart- 
ment. Alrendy tlio benefits of new 
methods are felt, nnd unstinted pirn I so 
Is given for tlio henellts secured un- 
der tlio chnnges made, 

Itcqulro Safety Appliances. 

Under the present state iidml id id ra- 
tion has come the ]n*tnlHit)on nnd en- 
forcement of tho safety nppllnnce net. 

At the request of and for the benefit 
of the railway employes of the state 
nnd tire traveling public a law was 
enacted and approved May 12, lOun, 
providing for the attachment of safe- 
ty npptlmu'c nnd power brakes to tho 
railroad equipment, and providing 
oIho for nn Inspector of nafety appli- 
ances to enforce Its provision b, under 
the supervision and direction of tlio 
railroad nnd warehouse commission, 
This depart meat has been very ef- 
ficiently administered under the pres- 
ent Inspector. During tin- hist year 
ho visited l.'lO cities and inspected RIM 
engines and *^O,lt01 ears and traveled 
8,7(0 miles In the discharge of his du- 
ties. 

One of the most Important dutlei 
with which tbe commission Is charged 
Is tho collection of Information nnd 
statistics relative to the conduct and 
operation of the railroad compnnles 
doing business In the stntc. In the per- 
formance of this duty the commission 
not only collects nnd tabulates tbe in- 
formation required by law, hut com- 
piles n grant deal of useful Informa- 
tion not specifically named In tbe stat- 
ute. 

Seek to Limit Bond luue. 

It has heeli lmprcased upon the 
commission by the reports filed In re- 
cent years that some adequate protec- 
tion ought to be afforded to Investors 
In the rallwsj* security. . In several 
M'nteH the rnllroad commissioners are 
charged with this duty, so tbut no 
Issue of stock or bonds, or other evi- 
dence of indebtedness can bo legally 
issued without Its approval. 
" That bucIi protection ought to be 
extended to investors In this Btnte Is 
demonstrated by the returns made by 
the railroads to this commission, In 
which the railway capital varies from 
121,000 to over $400,000 per mile of 
rondi—'JUiE- commlwdnn Introduced. 3 



bill In the last legislature to place this 
matter In the commission's hands so 
that only on n proper showing could 
nny additional Indebtedness he placed 
apon nny railway property In thlB 
Btato. ThlB recommendation fnlled of 
enactment Into a law. 

Work, of Coin mission. 
During tho InBt throe or four years 
the commission has been more active- 
ly engaged than nt any preceding time 
Blnco Its organization, During this 
time tlio formal proceedings before It 
had been ns follows ; 
Protection of crossings, four cases, 
ret It Ions for permission to cro-)a, 
flfty-Miree cases. 
Complaints, forty-five cases. 
In nil a total of 102 cases have been 
passed upon by tho commission. This 
number but faintly represents tho 
work of thqcpm mission, as In tlio 
enso of nelvcroSfllnga tho commission 
has first to visit tho place of tbe pro- 
posed crossing and become conversant 
■with nil tho conditions which surround 
It by personal investigation and there- 
after to have a public lieu ring. In 
the mutter of complaints, In n great 
many cases several hearings are nec- 
essary before they are finally closed. 
The railroad nnd warehouse com- 
mission was originally organized July 
It 1S71, under the provisions of "An 
Act to establish n board of railroad 
and warehouse commissioners, and 
proscribe their powers and duties." 
Tlio board was directed to ascertain 
for the Information of the people for- 
ty-one specific ami different Hems re- 
garding tlio business of tho railroad 
companies of tbe state, such as capi- 
tal stock, owners of stock, assets and 
liabilities, earnings and expenditures, 
etc. 

Inerenso or Mileage. 

In pursuauce of this direction it 
found from tho tlrst report of this 
bonrd that there was a total of 3,7110 
miles of mnln track nnd a total of all 
kinds of tracks of 5,0(10 miles. This 
bns Increased in the thirty: five years 
to July 1, 1000, to a mileage of main 
track,' Btcatn vnllrondB, of 11,803 and 
of nil classes of trucks to 20.543 miles, 
being an Increase In main track mile- 
nge of 5,103 miles and Increase of 
tracks of all classes of 20,478 miles. 

Another very Important matter In 
trnnsiiorratlon matters has developed 
In the hist thirty-five years, and that 
Is the 1 Intcrurbnn electric rnllroad. This 
menus of tran aportation was unknown 
nt tho date of the creation of this 
commission, but on July 1, 1000, In 
this suite, there were U'l5 miles of 
main track of roads of this character, 
nnd of tracks of nil classes a total of 
3,187 miles. 

In 1871 only nineteen compnnles re- 
ported to this commission. In 1000, 137 
steam rnllronds and forty-three elec- 
tric railroads made reports. It will 
easily be seen Hint on account of mile- 
ago alone nnd the compilation of sta- 
tistics the business of the commission 
has largely increased.

The combined influence of the two nations 
is potent for itood, n* is shown by the re- 
sponse* of the Central American republics 
to the tender of good oth'ces which came 
from President Roosevelt and Diaz, nnd 
there can be no question in the minds of 
persons who look at the situation wit bom 
prejudice that the t-tronuer ttond of triend- 
whip which must follow from Mr. Root's 
visit will make for even greater B°°d in 
the future. 



It is one of the significant charael eristics 
of the Japanese that no natinn, unless pos- 
sibly it be England, bus profited from the 
.important lessons which must have been 
afforded by the recent Russo-Japanese war 
One of the most important questions which 
has confronted army nnd navy officers for a 
long time is the comparative effect of dif- 
ferent styles of projectiles on the armor of 
battleships. The Japanese enjoyed ample 
opportunity to lenrn the effect of their ex- 
plosive shells and armor piercing projectiles 
in the late wur nnd they doubtless acquired 
invaluable knowledge but they hnve been 
careful not to impart any in form at ion on the 
subject worth having to the United Stales. 
or in fact, to any other nation, unless pos- 
sibly is be Great Britain. 



, Tho President, during his recent brief 
stay in the national capital, stated with 
characteristic firmness that the battleship 
fleet would make the proposed cruise to tho 
Pacific. The President's purpose in mak- 
ing tho announcement so forcefully wai ob- 
viously to set at rest the scolding and 
speculation of certain newspapers regard- 
ing the coining cruise. The announcement 
has, however, failed of its purpose and the 
papers the President had in mind have 
only begun more violently to voice their 
protests and demands that "an indignant 
public" join them in their feeble clamor 
against a move which is regarded by n 
majority of Americans hs a wise one. One 
newspaper, the "common scold of New 
York City," has undertaken to demonstrate 
the extent to which the prospective cruise 
is condemned by conducting a poll of mem- 
bers of Congress on the subject. Thus far, 
about one fourth of the membership nf the 
House has been heard from and there is 
hardly a dissenting voice in the number. 
Even the Democrats are awake to the ben- 
efit* which will result from the cruise and 
for once refuse to be led into a ridiculous 
position, A prominent naval officer has 
recently called attention to tho fact that 
not a cross word has been heard from Japan 
since the purpose of the President in send- 
ing the fleet to the Pacific has become 
known, and as it is more than likely that 
tb'o diplomacy of the administration will 
soon be taxed to the utmost to secure a 
Japanese exclusion treaty, the forceful ef- 
fect of the fleet In Pacific waters may 
prove of incalculable aid. 



There is every reason to expect the most 
gratifying results from the current trips of 
Secretary Tuft and Secretary Root.

Though He Wlihes to Call Off the 

Strike, Locals In Many Cities 

Vote to Remain Out. 



LUSITANIA SETS NEW RECORDS. 



Crosses In Four Days, 20 Hours, Aver- 
aging Nearly 24 Knots. 

New York.— Tho Cunnrder Luslta- 
nln. with practically all the transatlan- 
tic records to her credit, arrived 
abeam the Sandy Hook lightship nt 
1:25 a. in. Friday. 

The time for the trip rrom Daunt's 
Rock to tho Sandy Hook light, tho offi- 
cial course aver which tho speed trials 
were made, was" four days, 20 hours. 
The last day's run was apparently the 
fastest ot tho trip, the giant liner hit- 
ting up her spoed to 25 knots an hour 
over a smooth sen with little wind to 
Interfere with her, 

The Lusltanla's time averages al- 
most exactly 24 knots an hour for tho 
entire trip. Her arrival at 1:20, or 
five minutes earlier than she passed 
the lightship, would have made her 
spoed exactly 24 knots. 



Now York. — Tho New York local of 
tho Commercial Telegraphers' union 
at a meeting Sunday voted unanimous- 
ly to continue the strike against the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies. 

The vote was takon upon the sug- 
gestion of Prcsldont Small who. In 
messages to subordinate officers Sat- 
urday pointed out tho Inability or tho 
genera] assembly to further flnnncc 
the strike, and recommended that 
laculs in the various cities vote upon 
the advisability of the men returning 
to work. * 

The nioellng was characterized by 
bitter exchanges between President 
Small and the other spenkers. The 
latter charged tho national leader with 
Inconsistency In first claiming thnt 
the - strike would be successfully 
financed and Saturday admitting thnt 
the general assembly was without 
funds; and with having conducted the 
fight In a half-hearted, dilatory way. 

Small tried to explain his position, 
but was frequently Interrupted by 
hisses, When he suddenly lert tin; 
hall In the midst of the speech making. 
cries of "Resign" followed him. Sat- 
urday night Small Issued a. statement 
in which ho said ho was willing to 
continue tho strike if tho mon In- 
sisted. , 

- When the meeting opened, Presi- 
dent Small was given tho floor and 
said: "I am not hero to make an ar- 
gument for or against continuing the 
strike, but merely to explain why I 
called for a vote.ot the locals on the 
proposition. Saturday Commissioner 
Neill informed mo that President 
Clowry had told him that further ne- 
gotiations were futile. I believe what 
they say. Our funds are quite ex- 
hausted." 

Percy Thomas and Daniel Russell 
replied to Small, scoring him for neg- 
lect and Incapacity. 

Reports received showed that the 
local unions in Baltimore, Kansas 
Clly, Denver, Salt Lake City, Sim 
Francisco and other cities voted to 
continue the strike until all demands 
have been granted.

Strange Death of Lieut, J, N. Sutton 
at Annapolis, 

Annapolis, Md. — Second LleuL 
James N. Sutton, Jr., United States 
marine corps, Is dead at tho Naval 
academy marine barracks, his death 
resulting from a bullet fired into the 
right side of the bead. 

From tho best information obtained, 
Sutton in company with Second 
Llcuts. R. E. Adams and E. P., Rod- 
ker, returned to tho marine camp at 
1:30 o'clock Sunday morning, after 
having attended a dance given nt the 
academy. Shortly nftcrwnrds Sutton 
Is said to have been discovered on the 
road near by with a revolver In his 
right hand and several fellow officers 
attempted to disarm him. This they 
succeeded In doing, but not beforo 
the weapon was discharged In somo 
manner, and Lieu Is. Adams and RocI- 
ker received slight wounds. Quick as 
a flush, It is snld, Sutton took from his 
blouse another revolver nnd with this 
tired the fatal shot Into bis brain. 
Lieut. Sutton was 22 years old and 
the son of James N, Sutton, or Port- 
land, Ore.' Ho was formerly a mid- 
shipman of the present senior class, 
but resigned In his third class year.

Gov. Ford's Daughter Finds Home in

— From tho governor's man- 
sion to nn almshouse Is to he the. life 
contrast of Mrs, An tin Davlcs, dniigh- 
tor of Thomas Ford, one of tho early 
governors of Illinois. Poverty, like 
riches, tho Ford family demonstrates, 
can ho Inherited one generation after 
another.

She Inherited noth- 
ing, and tho minister hnd her sent to 
the local deaconess' hospital as n 
charity patient. The offlclnl papers 
have been signed for her transfer to 
the Soldiers' WldowB' home at Wil- 
mington, so that sho may there end 
her days. Sho Is eligible to the home 
becauso her husband was n soldier In 
tho Mexican war.

The crossing 
where tho automobile was struck Is 
reached after a sharp turn. A hodgo 
and a clump of trees, together with 
two buildings, partly obscure tho 
crossing until within a short distance 
of its approach, and It 1b probable Mr, 
Emery did not know a train was due, 
for he drove tho machine directly on 
tho track in front of the express, 

Thp automobile was broken Into 
bits and tho members of the party 
were hurled out of the machine, Mr, 
Reeao and MrB. Emory wero killed In- 
stantly. Mrs. Reese's neck was 
broken and sho died on the train while 
being brought Into tho' city. Belvn 
Emery died from a fractured skull In 
a hospital a few hours after the acci- 
dent
